INTRODUCTORY  LETTER. 


YOUR  WORSHIP  THE  MAYOR, 

and  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CITY  COUNCIL,  PRETORIA. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  a  statistical 
report  covering  the  period  1st  July  to  31st  December,  1955. 

On  the  2$th  July,  1955,  the  Secretary  for  Health 
wrote  to  this  Department  as  follows 

TfYou  will  recall  that  some  while  ago  you  were 
requested  to  submit  your  annual  report  to  the 
Department  of  Health  by  the  calendar  year,  and 
not  at  the  end  of  the  month  of  June  as  was 
previously  the  custom.  Subsequent  to  this 
request  the  State  Medical  Officers  of  Health, 
submitted  a  memorandum  to  the  Secretary  for 
Health  stating  their  reasons  why  such  a  change 
could  not  be  easily  effected  without ' considerably 
disorganising  the  work  of  their  departments.  As 
a  result  of  these  representations  the  Secretary 
for  Health  revoked  the  request  and  restored  the 
status  quo. 

The  Secretary  for  Health  now  desired  that  you 
reconsider  this  matter  with  a  view  to  complying 
with  his  original  wish.  The  reason  for  this 
is  the  pressure  being  exercised  by  certain 
Internal  bodies  who  desire  that  the  annual  reports 
submitted  to  them  by  South-Africa  shall  be  by  the 
calendar  year.  The  Secretary  thus  recommends  that 
you  now  submit  your  annual  reports  as  requested,  but 
as  an  alternative  should  this  prove  too  difficult  you 
submit  the  statistical  sections  completed  for  the 
calendar  year,  and  the  remainder  for  the  period 
ending  June  30th. 

Kindly  inform  this  office  as  soon  as  possible  of 
your  decisions  in  this  matter. ?f

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In  order  to  fall  into  line  with  international 
reports,  this  Department  agreed  to  comply  with  the  request 
of  the  Secretary  for  Health,  and  in  future  all  annual 
reports  will  be  submitted  at  the  end  of  December  of  each 
year  and  will  include  the  activities  of  the  Department 
from  the  1st  January  up  to  the  31st  December. 

Up  to  now  our  annual  reports  were  for  the  period  of 
from  tiie  1st  July  till  the  end  of  the  following  June* 

In  order  to  commence  with  this  new  12  month  period  as  from 
the  beginning  of  next  year  this  statistical  report  is 
now  submitted  for  the  1st  July,  1955,  to  the  end  of 
December  1955. 

For  the  year  beginning  January  1956  and  ending 
31st  December*  1956,  I  will  submit  my  usual  complete 
annual  report  for  that  period*  In  this  report  we  will 
also  include  a  commentary  on  the  purely  statistical 
report  which  is  submitted  hereunder^

The  population  figures  are  an  estimate  as  at  30th  June, 
1955;  arid  have  kindly  been  supplied  by  the  Department  of 
Census  and  Statistics,  to  whom  we  are  grateful  for  statistical 
information  so  willingly  given  whenever  it  is  sought. 

I  have  unfortunately  not  been  able  to  obtain  the 
correct  figures  for  the  total  number  of  native  births  for 
the  period  under  review.  These  figures  are  usually  obtained 
from  the  Commissioner  of  Native  Affairs  in  Pretoria  who  informs 
me  that  something  went  wrong  with  the  registration  of  births 
from  two  of  the  main  maternity  hospitals  for  Pretoria  natives. 

As  far  as  I  can  make  out,  it  is  estimated  that  some 
1,500  births  have  not  been  registered.  For  this  reason  the 
figures  which  we  usually  give  under  ”birth  rates  for  nativesf?, 
”all  non-Europeans”  and  ”all  Races”  are  not  included  in  the 
relevant  tables  on  this  page,  and  in  the  tables  on  pages  4, 

5  and  7.

BER,  1955* 


High  building  and  land  costs  have  for  many 
.years  prevented  private  enterprise  from  building  adequate 
houses  for  letting  purposes*  Ever-increasing  use  is 
therefore,  being  made  of  flats.  Pretoria  has  now  apparently 
reached  saturation  point  in  this  respect,  as  flats  appear 
to  be  readily  available* 

Houses  for  renting  purposes  are  however,  not 
so  freely  available,  and  extreme  difficulty  is  still  being 
experienced  by  families  of  all  income  groups  to  acquire 
suitable  houses  in  keeping  with  their  social  and  economic 
positions. 

It  is  estimated  that  in  order  to  cope  with  the 
natural  increase  of  population  in  Pretoria,  about  1,500  housing- 
units  of  all  types  require  to  be  built  every  year. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  housing  shortage 
in  Pretoria  has  been  reduced  by  approximately  1,000  housing 
units* 


There  is  no  longer  a  shortage  of  accommodation 
for  the  upper-middle  and  higher  income  groups,  mainly  because 
they  can  reasonably  afford  to  pay  the  high  rents  being 
demanded  for  new  flats  and  houses. 

Judging  from  the  fact  that  during  the  past 
twelve  months  almost  900  applications  v/ere  received  by  the 
Housing  Section  for  accommodation  in  Municipal  housing 
schemes,  there  still  appears  to  be  a  shortage  of  accommodation 
for  families  falling  within  the  lower  income  groups*  These 
families  usually  find  it  difficult  to  get  suitable  accommo¬ 
dation  at  rents  which  they  can  afford,  except  in  Council 
housing  schemes.  The  most  needy  are  the  larger  families 


requiring  / 
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requiring  three-  and  four-bedroomed  houses.  For  them  it  is 
imperative  to  pay  low  rentals  if  they  are  not  to  be  denied  the 
other  essentials  of  life,  such  as  food  and  clothing. 

We  are  now  planning  an  ultra  low-cost  housing 
scheme  on  the  home -owner ship  principle.  Difficulty  in 
acquiring  suitable  land  for  this  purpose  has  prevented  us 
from  already  embarking  on  the  scheme. 

The  Council  envisages  the  following  schemes 
for  the  coming  year:- 

50  Economic  Houses  at  Danville,  and 
42  Economic  Houses  at  Villieria.
